My last call to 
Studebaker was to cancel an 
order for three '64s.

Wiysel led the way through 


aisle after aisle of auto parts 
arranged in bins. He paused 
at the hubcaps. To a middle- 
aged memory, it' had\the 
shock of being suddenly 
surrounded by long-forgotten 
friends.

Commander," he said lifting 
it out of the bin as gently as if 
it were crystal.

President Carter has decided to 
scrap his controversial plan to 
give 190 tax rebates to 200 
million Americans because be is 
convinced the economy will 
improve without the stimulus, 
administration sources said 


today. 


It was learned Carter made 


the final decision to drop the 
rebate plan Wednesday night. A 
^formal announcement of the ac- 
tion was expected today, possi- 
bly from the President himself. 


Although the rebate plan was 


known to be in trouble in 
Congress, sources insisted this 


was not the main reason Carter 
decided to withdraw it. They 
acknowledged, however, that it 
is likely that many people will 
interpret the decision that way. 


Critics: of "the plan, including; 


Federal Reserve Board Chair- 
man Arthur, F. Burns, had 
warned that the plan would fuel 
inflation, s 


Florida Is Eighth 
To Vote Down ERA

TALLAHASSEE, Fla. (AP)- 


The defeat of the Equal Rights 
Amendment in Florida, where 
supporters had hoped to break 
through a Southern block of op-' 
position, dimmed hopes for ra- 
tification in 1977. 


With the defection of three 


key senators who switched their 
votes Wednesday, and despite 
telephone lobbying from former 
First Lady Betty Ford and the 
White House, Florida became 
the eighth state to vote against 
.ratification this year. 


At the same time, legislatures 


in Texas and Maine considered 
rescinding their previous ra- 
tification votes. "Three other 


states have already voted-to 
rescind — Idaho, Nebraska and 
Tennessee. 


The 21-19 Florida vote was a 


disappointment but not a 
surprise. Florida:has defeated 
the measure on five previous 
votes, but proponents had hoped 
they had more strength this 
year. 


The ERA needs ratification in 


three more states by March 22, 
1979, to be adopted. 


"It's not going away," said 


independent Sen. Lori Wilson, 
prime sponsor of the ERA in the 
Florida Senate. "Sometime, 
someplace, someday ERA will 
be a part of our Constitution." 


Sen. Wilson charged that "the 


good old boys in the Southern 
legislatures do not* consider

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people issues like ERA on their 
merit/They consider only what 
it might do to their own 
manliness, or their money-ness, 
or their manpower." 


Karen DeCrow, president of 


the National Organization for 
Women, in Syracuse, N.Y., 
'urged a tourist boycott of 
Florida while Bill Harrington, 
ERA America coordinator in 
Washington, said supporters 
will now focus on Louisiana, 
Illinois and South Carolina. 


ERA supporters had counted 


on Florida's ratification to pave 
the way for adoption in a belt of 
nine southern states stretching 
from Virginia to Arkansas.

Ten days ago, ERA sup- 


porters announced they had 21 
votes, a majority of one. But

The 
Texas 
legislature 


overwhelmingly ratified the 
ERA four years ago, but on 
Wednesday night 900 ERA op- 
ponents rallied on the capitol 
steps in Austin as a House com- 
mittee debated a bill to rescind. 
The committee voted to send the 
proposal to a subcommittee. 


Rep. Clay Smothers,-a con- 


servative 
Democrat 
from 


Dallas, said the ERA would 
legalize-homosexual marriages 
and place many state rights in 
the hands of an "irresponsible 
federal judiciary." _ 


Maine legislator, ratified the 


ERA in 1174, after rejecting it 
the previous year. 


Forces against the ERA are 


seeking legislative repeal of the 
proposed amendment. They ar- 
gued before the State Govern- 
ment Committee that there is 
legal precedent allowi.^ such 
action.

The rebate plan, which would 


have given taxpayers a total of 
about $10 billion more to spend 
this, year, "was the central 
-element in Carter's $31 billion 
economic stimulus program. 


Carter was said to have 


received strong recommenda- 
tions to drop the rebate from 
Treasury .Secretary W. Michael. 
Blumerithal and Budget Direc- 
tor Bert Lance. 


"They to!d him the economy 


was looking strong enough 
without it... Most economic in- 
dicators except for the stock 
market are-Jooking stronger," a 
source said. 


"Everybody will be talking 


about political considerations, 
but Blumenthal and Lance were 
saying this should be done on 
the basis of economics," he 
said.

rebate unless Carter changed 
his mind on the projects, but 
such a threat would be empty 
now. 


Carter and his , advisers 


'originally had argued that tbe 
economy neede.the boost that 
tax rebates would provide by 
putting more spending power in 
the hands of consumers. But

He warned, "We 
should not underestimate the 
effects on consumer confidence 
if they are deprived of the tax 
rebates that they have come to 
anticipate." 


Blumenthal told the National 


Press Club on Wednesday that 
the rebate was needed to further 
stimulate the economy. 


"The economy is indeed 


improving ... but tbe rate of 
improvement is still too slow, 
and we need to find ways to 
achieve more rapid growth'," 
the treasury secretary said,' 


Both houses of Congress, are 


off for an Easter recess this 
week. The full Senate was 
scheduled to take up Carter's 
stimulus plan next week.

NAACP Asks Class Action Suit

KALAMAZOO - Legal coun- 


sel for the NAACP yesterday 
filed a motion asking that the 
10-year-old 
Benton 
Harbor 


schools desegregation suit be 
tried as a class action suit. 


Attys. Tom Atkinson of Bos- 


ton, Mass., and Elijah Noel Jr. 
of Memphis, Tenn., filed the 
motion at a pre-trial conference 
here yesterday before Federal 
District Court Judge Nod Fox. 


Judge Fox, who yesterday 


reaffirmed the May 17 starting 


date for the trial, will rule on 
the N'AACP's motion before the 
trial begins, 


The NAACP originally filed 


the suit in 1967 on behalf of Mrs. 
Ruth Berry and her SLY children 
and other black parents and 
children of the Benton Harbor 
school district. 


The motion filed by the 


NAACP attorneys, seeks to 
broaden 
the 
plaintiffs 


represented in the suit to 
present and future students in 
the Benton Harbor school dis- 
trict. The resolution did not 


specify whether plaintiffs would 
be blacks, whites or both. 


All defendants in the suit will 


have an opportunity to file 
briefs in opposition to the mo- 
tion 
before 
a decision 
is 


reached, according to Atty. F.A. 
(Mike) Jones, who represents 
the Eau Claire school district in 
the suit. 


Jones said the defendants all 


objected .to the motion at the 
pre-trial conference yesterday. 
Jones said he objected to the 
motion for the class action suit 
hecmise of the "difficulty in as- 


certaining who is in the class." 


In 1970, U.S, District Judge 


Wallace Kent ruled there was no 
de jure desegregation in the 
Benton Harbor school district, 
and the NAACP appealed the 
decision. The U.S. Court of Ap- 
peals in 1974 sent the case back 
to U.S. District court for recon- 
sideratian. 


Since the 1170 decision, the 


case has been expanded to 
include the transfer' of the 
former Eaman district from 
Benton 
Harbor to Cohma 


schools, and the transfer of 


three former Sodus township : 
districts from Benton Harbor to 
Eau Claire schools.

the weaknesses of the existing 
setup than Carter, doesn't in- 
tend, to wait for suggestions, 
from the new administration 


• Some of his 'key aides' are 
drafting' a bill .that would 


•abolish 
the 
previously 


-sacrosanct Civil Service Com- 
mission entirely and redis- 
tribute itsfunctions. 
^ 


The legislation isn't quite as 


drastic as U sounds at first 
Mush. Udall is not seeking to 
dismantle the merit system 
which is the underpinning of 
"career" government service. 


But his bill would separate the 


recruiting, examining and per- 
sonnel management functions Of 
the government from the inves- 
tigation and adjudication of 
complaints of alleged merit 
system abuses. 


At present, the Civil Sen-ice 


Commission is responsible not' 
only for recruiting, screening 
and processing applicants for 
government jobs but also for 
renewing and deciding alleged 
violations of merit system rules 


Udall believes these functions 


are inherently cootrMfectory 


In fact, his Manpower sub- 


commitlce last ye«r cMfcloded a 
detailed two-year sJudy indicat- 
ing massive abuses of the merit 
system were carried nut by the 
Nixon administration with the 
complicity of In* Civil Service 
Commission itself. . 


In essence, the 
Arizona 


congressman would like to see 
each federal agency given res- 
ponsibility for establishing its 
own job descriptions and con- 
ducting its own examinations to 
fill vacancies. Certain govern- 
ment-wide standards would ap- 
ply 
across-the-board, 
but 


departments would have far 
greater flexibility in determin- 
ing their individual personnel 
needs. 


At the top would be an office 


.of civil service in-tie White 
House, similar to the existing 
Office of Management and Bud- 
get in status and importance 
The President, through this new 
office, would have much tighter 
control of/government person- 


• net management than now. 


To insure that non-policy jobs 


were filled by merit hiring and 
insulated from political in- 
terference, the Udall bill would 
establish an independent civil 
service review board to inves- 
tigate alleged violations of the 
merit system and rule on 
employe appeals.

The chances are that Udall's 


bill will provoke bowls from the 
Civil Service Commission and 
quite possibly charges of par- 
tisan power grab from congres- 
sional Republicans. But it's 
worth taking a look at because 
the present system is unques- 
tionably a shambles that neither 
insures a true merit system for 
government 
employes 
who 


deserve such protection nor 
provides accountability of top 
policy makers to the adminis- 
tration in power.

school," says Dave Rambeau, 
education supervisor of the Los 
Angeles Indian Center's Con-' 
tinuation School, which was 
begun to deal with this problem. 


"The reasons why students 


were dropping out of school 
were much the same: the gang 
problem at many schools, and 
the pressure to join gangs. In- 
dian students didn't want to get 
involved with gangs," he says. 


Working with Central high 


school of the Los Angeles 
County Department of Educa- 
tion, the center started the 
school in February 1975 with 18 
students. The district supplied 
the teacher, John DePaolo, who 
had been teaching in similar 
schools for the past five years, 
and the center provided the 
classroom and teaching assis- 
tants. 


DePaolo and his assistants 


.work with students on an in- 
dividual basis, allowing each 
student to learn at his-or her 
own pace. The students, all 
working toward a'high school 
diploma, contract »ith DePaolo 
to do a certain amount of work 
over a specified period of time 
for credit. 


The students must take cer- 


tain courses to fulfill 
the 


requirements of the school dis- 
trict, but their choice of elec- 
tives varies. Because of the in- 


dividual nature of the program, 
students can enroll in the school 
at any time, right up until the 
end of the semester. The 
emphasis is on classroom work, 
not homework and discipline. 


One of the major problems 


facing the center is the fact that 
the Continuation School has 
become too popular. Currently 


' there are 31 students in class 


and there is a waiting list. The 
students, from ages 15 to 17, 
probably would never have 
finished high school; many had' 
no school credits when they 
came into the program. 
. 


The center also has a tutorial 


program for students In regular 
public school classes, which is 
designed to help slow readers 
Increase their reading ability 
through personalized instruc- 
tion, and to increase self-con- 
fidence. In order to increase In- 
dian' self-concept, 
cultural 


material such as tribal legends 
is used for reading and listen- 
ing. 


Established in 193S primarily 


as a social club-for the small 
number of Indians in the Los 


Angeles area at the time, the 
Indian Center today serves the 
largest urban Indian population 
in the country. 
, 


The postwar population boom 


in Los Angeles, assisted by the 
Bureau 
of 
Indian 
Affairs 


Relocation Program, brought 
many Indians to the area. In' 
1969, BIA estimated the Indian 
population in the Los Angeles 
area at 60,000. Over 100 different 
tribal groups are represented, 
with the Navajo the largest 
group, followed by the Sioux, 
and then the Five Civilized 
Tribes: Creek, Cherokee, Choc- 
taw, Seminole and Chicasaw. 


•The Los Angeles Indian 


Center is one of 58 urban Indian 
centers being funded in part by 
the Office of Native American 
Programs, an agency of the 
United States Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare.

Tennis Clubs Relaxing 
All-White Togs Rules 


PORT-WASHINGTON, Wis. 


(AP)—The days when all-white 
clothes were required on tennis 
courts are gone for now, but 
perhaps not forever, according 
to a survey of tennis clubs by a 
manufacturer of tennis wear. 


Of 128 clubs queried on their' 


dress code, only one, in Chevy 
Chase, Md., still insists that 
players wear all-white clothing. 
Twelve clubs (9.4 per cent) 
permit only color trim and 
another eight (6.J per cent) rule 
that players may wear only 
white or pastel colors. 


Twelve clubs believe that a 


return to an all-white code could 
happen in some areas. 


"White will come back," a 


Key West, Fla., club manager 
predicted. And a Fresno, Calif., 
club thought it might return to 
an all-white code one Say. The 
strongest plea for all-white 
came from a club in St. Louis, 
Mo. "White is beautiful on the 
courts. Color cheapens it," 
wrote the club pro. 


Other clubs indicated they 


have recently relaxed their all- ' 
white rules although 67 per cent 
indicated that they enforced 
some 
clothing regulations. 


Some of these codes are rather 
relaxed — "neatness only" 
rules a Wrentham, Mass.', club 
and "no swim suits; shoes 
required" reports a Murrieta 


Hot Springs, Calif., resort. 


Some are stricter A Sarasota, 


Fla., club permits only officially 
approved United States Lawn 
Tennis Association clothing and 
a New Haven, Conn., club per- 
mits "a little .color trim an, 
white clothing, but .not too 
much." 


A third of the clubs respond- 


ing to the survey allowed them- 
selves flexibility-in interpreting 
their dress codes by insisting 
only on "proper tennis attire." 
Cutoffs seem to be the bane of 16 
per cent of the clubs, which 
banned them specifically. Other

disliked are .tank tops and T- 
shirts.

Milliken Appoints Hough 
Director Of State Police 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — 


Capt. Gerald L. Hough, com- 
manding officer of the Execu- 
tive Division of the Michigan 
State Police, was named state 
police director today by Gov. 
William Milliken. 


Hough will replace retiring 


Director Col. George Halverson, 
effective Friday. But the ap- 
pointment requires confirma- 
tion'by the state Senate. 


Hough, 42, will assume the 


rank.of colonel. As head of the 
executive division, he has been 
in charge of policy develop- 
ment, ' legislative analysis, 
crime'reports, community ser- 
vices and operations research. 


"Jerry Hough has outstand- 


ing qualifications, including 
solid background as a field of- 
ficer and as an administrator, 


for leadership of one of the most > 
effective police agencies in the 
nation," Milliken said. 


Hough enlisted in the state 


police Jan. 14, 1957, first as- 
signed to the Wayland post. In 
1962, he transferred to the 
Bridgeport post. He went to the 
Lansing post in 1963 and in 
February of 1967 he was select- 
ed as a security aide to then- 
Gov. George Romney. 


He was promoted to detective 


sergeant in 1971 and remained 
in the governor's office until 
May of 1973, four years'after 
Milliken became governor. 


He was promoted to lieutenant 


and became the commanding 
officer of the Planning and 
Research Section of the Execu- 
tive Division. In September of 
1973, he was advanced to first 


lieutenant and became assistant 
commanding officer of the 
Executive Division. He was 
named commander of 
the 


division in January of 1975, 
becoming a captain. 


"Having served early in his 


20-year career as a trooper on 
the road, and more recently as 
an innovative and effective ad- 
ministrator, he is a product of a 
department that has a proud 
tradition of trust and profes- 
sionalism," Milliken said.

eniDloyment an employer may 
advise his employes that all 
mail sent to them at their place 
of employment will be con- 
sidered company and not per- 
sonal mail. If an employe does 
not wish to have mail addressed 
to him 
at 
his 
place of 


employment so treated, he 
could advise his correspondents 
not 
to 
address 
personal 


correpondence to his place of 
employment and send personal 
mail elsewhere." 


According to Mrs. Camps- 


mith, faculty members have 
been told they're not to receive 
personal mail at the college. 


• "We concede that there's 


business mail which belongs to 
the college. But there's also 
professional mail. If we could 
have that, our students' privacy 
could be protected." 


Of the 25 community colleges 


in Michigan, no other opens 
faculty mail, she said.

The Michigan study shows 


that black males are dying 


Concorde Jet Fails; 
Lands In Canada 


WASHINGTON (AP), - A 


substitute Concorde supersonic 
jetliner, dispatched from Paris 
when a sister craft developed 
engine trouble over the Atlantic 
Ocean, flew passengers from 
Halifax, Canada to Washington 
early today nine hours behind 
schedule.

Washington flight, originally 
scheduled to arrive late Wed- 
nesday afternoon, landed at 
Dulles International Airport 
shortly before 2 am. after their 
unscheduled stop in Canada.

A spokesman said the Air 


France jet, carrying a crew of 
nine and 71 passengers, made 
the Canadian stop after one of 
its four engines developed 
problems two hours into the 
scheduled %-hour flight. The 
trip was completed at subsonic 
speeds, he said. 


A passenger said there was~a 


sudden vibration when the mal- 
function occurred and the plane 


lost both speed and altitude. 


Passengers said the pilot, an- 


nouncing an engine had mal- 
functioned, stressed there was 
no danger. ' 


An Air France, spokesman 


said it was the first time since 
the Concorde route to Washing- 
ton was opened 11 months ago 
that the airport at Halifax had to 
be used because of a technical 
problem.

That view is shared by Odys- 


sey's vice resident and geaeral 
counsel Stephen Hutchinsoh 
who said no state has laws that 
specifically address themselves 
to child porno. He and others 
are lobbying Congress with a 
bill creating heavy, federal 
liabilities for persons who use 
children for smut.

Wiretap Bill Spurs Doubts 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — The chairman of the Senate Judiciary 


Committee voiced strong doubts Wednesday about 'legislation 
cracking down on drug kingpins and authorizing wiretaps to help 
convict them. Sen. Anthony Derezinski, D-Muskegon, said wire- 
.tapping is a dangerous "intrusion of privacy" and open to easy 
abuse. And he said mandatory minimum penalties, as called for 
in the bills, are generally not a good idea. "I tend to think it is a 
simplistic approach, but I haven't formed any absolute judg- 
ment," said Derezinski, an attorney and former deputy sheriff. 
The six-bill package to increase penalties for major drug crimes 
has passed the House and been sent to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. The panel is headed by Sen. Basil Brown, D-Highland 
Park, but Derezinski is acting chairman while Brown recovers 
from a serious auto accident. 


Natural Deaths Ruled Out 


; DETROIT (AP) — A medical expert in the trial of two nurses 
accused of murdering and poisoning patients at the Ann Arbor 
Veterans hospital in Ann Arbor says the poisonings could not have 
resulted from natural causes. Dr. John Weg, chief of pulmonary 
-medicine at the University of Michigan Hospital in Ann Arbor, 
said there are only three known causes for such breathing 
failures/ Testifying .as a government witness, Weg listed the 
causes as high voltage electric shock, severe brain or nerve 
damage and drug injections. He said hi cases where there was no 
evidence involving the first two, "about the only cause wouid be 
the use of drugs." The state contends nurses Filipina Narciso, 30, 
of Ypsilanti, and Leonora Perez, 32, of Ann Arbor, took the lives 
of two patients and poisoned several others by giving them 
injections of Pavulon, a paralyzing drug. The nurses deny the 
.charges. 
Reye's Syndrome Cases Up 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — Michigan has recorded.18 cases of the 


dangerous Reye's Syndrome disease this yelr, the highest since 
1974, but the death rate has declined sharply over the years. There 
have beaTfour deaths this year from the mysterious disease, 
according to Dr. Norman Hayner, disease control officer in the 
state Department of Health. It is the largest outbreak of Reye's 
Syndrome since 1974, when Michigan reported 46 cases. But 
growing familiarity with the disease and new methods of treat- 
ment have sharply reduced the death rate. Michigan's experience 
mirrors the national trend, which also showed the largest number 
of cases of Reye's since 1974 and almost all linked to viral disease, 
Hayner-said. Reye's Syndrome can attack the brain and other 
internal organs, causing vomiting, lethargy, delirium and, if 
fatal, a coma before death. Doctors do not know what causes it, 
but it almost always follows a viral infection. 
Three More Herds Quarantined 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) - Three more Michigan dairy herds 


have been quarantined so far this year due to PBB contamination, 
state agriculture officials said Wednesday. But state officials 
believe only a few animals from the three herds have levels of the 
chemical in their systems exceeding federal guidelines. Two of 
the herds — one from Mount Pleasant and one from a farm near 
Chelsea — were quarantined on suspicion that at least one animal 
contained significant PBB levels, said Duaine Deming, PBB 
. cq-ordinator for the state Agriculture Department. Bulk milk 


samples from those herds showed trace levels of PBB. The third 
herd from a farm near Fremont was quarantined after a U.S. 
Department of Agriculture lest found excessive PBB in meat 
samples of one animal ai a Michigan slaughterhouse. Deming 
said he did not know if any other contaminated animals from the 
same herd had been sold on the market.

Second Prison Suit Filed 


LANSING, Mich. (AP) — A left-wing attorney has filed a second 


lawsuit in his crusade to ease overcrowding at the state's prisons. 
East Lansing attorney Zollon Ferency said Wednesday he's going 
to "start all over" in his attempt to find a solution to the prison 
problem. He says the new suit, filed in Ingham County Circuit 
Court on behalf of two prison inmates, cures technical problems 
in an earlier suit he filed. That suit, filed on behalf of the Human 
Rights Party that Ferency once headed, asked the court to order 
the state Department of Corrections to release prisoners" from 
overcrowded facilities. It is pending before the Michigan Court of 
Appeals, which is considering whether a political party has legal 
standing to challenge state prison policies, among other tech- 
nicalities. 


New Highway Answers Sought 


LANSING; Mich. (AP) — The state Highway Commission will 


discuss alternatives to a proposed Oakland County freeway it 
cancelled in January when it meets April 27 in Pontiac. Com- 
mission Chairman Peter Fletcher said Wednesday officials from 
Oakland County communities and private groups have suggested 
alternatives to building the proposeU Michigan 275 freeway 
through the western part of the county.' After.its controversial 
vote to scrap 20-year-old plans for M275, the commission agreed 
to look at other ways to solve traffic problems in Oakland County. 
But the commission made it clear there is little possibility for 
reversing the decision. Also, plans for a 7-mile extension of 
Northwestern Highway in Oakland County hinge on what is 
ultimately done about M-275 or a similar north-south road. The 
extension was to link up to the 23-mile M-275 project but would 
end in a field if built without M-275. 


Auto Defect Probe Wanted 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Center for Au(o Safety wants the 


federal government to investigate more than two dozen alleged 
defects in aulos imported from Great Britain. The consumer 
group said the defects warrant recalling certain model Jaguars, 
MGBs, Triumph TR-7s and Austin Marinas. In a letter to the 
National Highway Traffic Safety Administration, the center said 
it has concluded that British Leyland Motors has disregarded 
owner complaints and has exported autos to -the United States 
which present "an unreasonable risk of accidents because of 
design, construction or performance."

Jackie never hit the 
ball out of the infield and 
reached base only on an error.

(AP) — Congested port condi- 
tions in Africa and the Middle. 
East are taking a toll of seamen 
forced lo wait weeks or months 
aboard ship while lying prone to 
sweltering heat, their own 
tempers and pirates, according 
to Danish maritime surveys. 


The surveys say the basic 


cause of the congestion is the 
sudden influx of imports by na- 
tions with huge supplies of pe- 
trodollars but inadequate port 
facilities. 


The accounts of the conges- 


tion and (he effects on seamen 
come from Danish officials, 
seafarers and their unions, and 
the Baltic International Mari- 
time Conference. 


Examples of the problems 


listed by them:' 


—One crew was flown to a 


freighter tied up in a Persian 
Gulf port to relieve the original 
crew. The relief crew remained 
there six months, only to be 
flown back home because the 
ship never moved. 


—The captain of a coaster 


faces charges in Nigeria in con- 
nection with the killing of his 
ship's chief engineer, after a 
tense situation built up aboard 
the vessel, one of 175 waiting at 
Lagos. 
.—Pirates in canoes 
and 


carrying knives boarded two 
Danish coasters lying at anchor 
off Lagos and the West African 
nation of Ghana. Some seamen 
have asked to have guns on their 


' ships to defend themselves. 


.The headquarters here of the 
Baltic International Maritime 
Conference regularly issues 
port congestion surveys to 2,900 
owners in 85 countries. 


Its latest survey indicated 


that for tramp freighters there 
is a wait of five to six vreeks now 
off a dozen Arab and West 
African ports. But at Latakia, 
Syria, it could easily be 10 
weeks and at Dhubai in the 
Persian Gulf even four months, 
it said. 


These are statistical averages 


only, however. At some ports 
the situation may change from 
month to month, and the in* 
dividual skipper and his crew 
may find things much worse or. 


just possibly, better. 


In terms of money, waiting 


time cost a total of about $3 
billion globally last year, ac- 
cording to the best estimates 
available here. There is no way 
of setting a similar price in 
terms of strains and stresses on 
those wto do the waiting..

African ports, Boerge Lund 
Madsen of the Trade Ministry's 
agency for seafarers studied the 
mental and physical effects of 
the long wait on officers and 
seamen. He said he found that 
after four weeks everybody 
usually began getting on each 
other's nerves. 


"Many captains of smaller 


vessels told me they spent much 
of their time mediating between 
quarrelling or fighting crew 
members," Lund Madsen said. 


One skipper said he preserved 


his health and sanity by jogging 
a mile on the deck" of his ship 
four tunes a day. To relieve the 
pressure on his crew of 37 he 
often took his ship to more ac- 
cessible neighboring ports just 
to give the men a chance to get 
'ashore briefly. 


"The risk is, however, that if 


you are not back in the line 
'when you are called into port 
you automatically move to' the 
"rear of the queue," he said.

Although the 1974 .pension 


reform law brought about im- 
portant reforms and set new 
standards for private pension 
plans, it failed to. provide 
adequately for wives — and 
husbands. 


This is the law's and the pen- 


sion system's greatest failing, a 
number of experts stressed to 
my Washington research as- 
sociate, Brooke Shearer. 


Most people tend to think of 


the income of the working 
spouse as joint income. But the 
pension system and law con- 
sider the employe's income and 
pension as his alone. 


When you retire, for instance, 


your pension will in most cases 
be automatically reduced so 
your surviving spouse can con- 
tinue receiving at least half of 
your benefits when you die 
(unless you sign a form 
stipulating that you don't want 
or cannot afford such a reduc- 
tion; Ihe size of the reduction 
can vary depending on your and 
your wife's ages and your par- 
ticular plan). But there's 
nothing in the law requiring the 
spouse to play a part in or even 
to be informed of her husband's 
choice. 


But. what if you're still 


working, not ready to retire, yet 
you want to make sure your wife 
will get some of your pension if 
you should die? 


Under the law, if your plan 


has early retirement provisions 
you may opt early for a surviv- 
ing spouse reduction, but only if 
you have reached a certain age. 
Your plan .must give you a 
chance to say you want to 
reduce your benefit to provide 
for your spouse if: 


— You are within 10 years of 


your plan's normal retirement 
age, which is usually 65, or 


— You have reached your 


plan's early'retirement age — 
whichever is later. 


If you die before this point, 


your widow or widower may not 
receive a penny, even if you had 


loophole is the source of much 
tragedy, as the woman cited 
above discovered. While agree- 
ing, some pension industry ex- 
perts told Shearer plans count 
on these forfeitures and cannot, 
they contend, afford to provide 
for these survivors. 


There's a catch, top, if you 


take advantage of this early 
survivor sign-up date. If you die 
within two years after you elect 
this option of natural causes, 
including a heart attack or 
cancer, your surviving -spouse 
alsomay get nothing. 


What role does divorce play in 


survivors benefits? 


Since an employe's pension is 


viewed as his alone, there's 
nothing in the law which gives a 
unman whose marriage breaks 
up any claim on her ex-hus- 
band's pension. However, in 
some states with community 
property laws, such as Califor- 
nia, 
divorcees" have been 


'awarded, a portion of. future 
benefits. 


Still, under the Internal 


Revenue Service's joint arid 
survivor regulations, plans may 
require the spouse to have been 
married for one year on both the 
date her husband began to draw 
his reduced benefits and the 
date of his death. This rule, in 
effect, could make it impossible 
for such a divorcee ever to 
collect a benefit even though her 
ex-husband opted for a reduc- 
tion in his benefits in order to 
help provide for her. 


Also, a divorced pensioner 


who wants to provide for his 
second wife could not do so, 
because they would not have 
been married when he began to 


. collect his pension benefits. 


A retired worker whose wife 


dies before him cannot, urider 
the law, reverse the reduction in 
his benefit which he took to 
provide for her and reclaim his 
full pension.

Of course, plans may have 


provisions which provide .tor 


. more than the law requires. 
Some do have pre-retirement 
survivors 
benefits; 
others 


" provide death or burial benefits 


or group term life insurance as: 
well.
